•workers. There is nothing fictional about the "vicious circle" of 
advancing wages ami enhancing costs of 
necessaries of 
life. 


There can be no question, either, that the growing attractiveness 
of industrial employment is in large degree responsible for the 
drift of men from the country to the cities. The day cannot be 
remote in the future when requiremets of consumers will over- 
take the supplies of foodstuffs which the lessened number of 
•farmers can produce. It is fantastic to hold that the city work- 
era are digging a pit of trouble into which they will fall. 


A day or two ago some 20,000 painters and decorators, mov- 


ing men and plumbers went on strike in New York to enforce de- 
mands ft' various sorts. The painters, who have a five-day week 
of eight hours a day, are asking an increase of $1, from $0 to $10 
a day. 
The moving men demand a 44-hour week instead of the 


nine-hour day and nine holiday a year instead of the eight they 
have been enjoying, together with an increase of wages from $5 
to $8 a week. The plumbers are contending for a 44-hour week, 
$9 a day, 10 holdays a year, advance notice of new work to be 
done or "half a day's pay if such notice is not given, and that 
employers shall do no work on a job unless they are union mem- 
bers in good standing. 


Of the reasonableness of any of these demands we express 


no opinion. What though must be the 
psychological effect of 


them on people in the rural districts? There is no such thing 
ns an eight or nine-hour day on the farm. 
As 
for a five-day 


week, there could be nothing of the sort for the people who pro- 
duce our foods. And nine or ten holidays a year are in the same 
category. 
Agriculture is a seven-day-a-week industry. 
Do you 


blame the farmer-boy for giving it up for the ease which he may 
have doing some other work in the city?

Shorter hours and more.1 holidays and all that make for lessened 
individual product ion. Necessarily there are more jobs to be 
filled if the required output is to be had.

•workers. There is nothing fictional about the "vicious circle" of 
advancing wages ami enhancing costs of 
necessaries of 
life. 


There can be no question, either, that the growing attractiveness 
of industrial employment is in large degree responsible for the 
drift of men from the country to the cities. The day cannot be 
remote in the future when requiremets of consumers will over- 
take the supplies of foodstuffs which the lessened number of 
•farmers can produce. It is fantastic to hold that the city work- 
era are digging a pit of trouble into which they will fall. 


A day or two ago some 20,000 painters and decorators, mov- 


ing men and plumbers went on strike in New York to enforce de- 
mands ft' various sorts. The painters, who have a five-day week 
of eight hours a day, are asking an increase of $1, from $0 to $10 
a day. 
The moving men demand a 44-hour week instead of the 


nine-hour day and nine holiday a year instead of the eight they 
have been enjoying, together with an increase of wages from $5 
to $8 a week. The plumbers are contending for a 44-hour week, 
$9 a day, 10 holdays a year, advance notice of new work to be 
done or "half a day's pay if such notice is not given, and that 
employers shall do no work on a job unless they are union mem- 
bers in good standing. 


Of the reasonableness of any of these demands we express 


no opinion. What though must be the 
psychological effect of 


them on people in the rural districts? There is no such thing 
ns an eight or nine-hour day on the farm. 
As 
for a five-day 


week, there could be nothing of the sort for the people who pro- 
duce our foods. And nine or ten holidays a year are in the same 
category. 
Agriculture is a seven-day-a-week industry. 
Do you 


blame the farmer-boy for giving it up for the ease which he may 
have doing some other work in the city?

Shorter hours and more.1 holidays and all that make for lessened 
individual product ion. Necessarily there are more jobs to be 
filled if the required output is to be had.
